Views of C. W. Barron on the War Conditions 

That are Facing the United States

Continued Peace Means Prosperity, but With Enemies 

World Wide-To Aid Allies Would End the War 
— ■ 

Boatoo-Clarence W. Barron, publlaber of the Boeton Newt Bureau 
told tbe New England Street Railway Club, at the Amerioan Home 
Tburtday nifrht, that Americas craveet danger In tbe International orlala 
Slot lu becoming the mott hated of nationa, by a continued tncoett In 
keeping out of war. He eald that with thlt country lined up with the Al 
Ilea the war could be quickly settled. 

"Thla oountry'a proaperlty, whioh Inevitably muat increate tremen- 
doutly in tbe event of the Nation avoiding war, will aurety make na the 
moat hated of Natlona," he tald. 

"England and tbe Alllee will not be pleated to pay us 60% profit on 
iron and steel and munitions of war. Other, nationa will bat* ua for not 
aaaiatlog them. They will hardly hesitate to go Into Mexico and abatter 
the Monroe doctrine. * 

"Think tbla over carefully, aud tee If it Itn't for ut to be definitely up 
on one eide or the other. 

"We are prepared for war M no other nation la today. Our preparation 
la In oredlte. If we go to war II will not be with aubmarlnea, warthlpt, 
riflea or men. Inatead, we would go to war with money, tbe mlgbtlett 
thing in war, and more Important just now than vaat armiea. We woulJ 
anpply onr alllea with money, tnuuitiont, and oar national reaonroee. 

"Amarloa aavaa from her faarly earnlnga more than all the nationt 
at war combined, and Inttantenvoutly we 00a ld advance to England, 
Franee and Rnsala billions of ertdit, plus supplies, easily. 

• If this should be turned Into to the scales, tbe Allies' credit would 
go up and Germany's down." t 

Mr. Barron reviewed tbe ofvses of the war aud attributed to Germany 
oomplete reaponslbility. He aald that Germany will never tue for peace 
that the Germane will fight for their idea of dominating Europe until 
they are ahot off. 

• Ideae don't perlab until she people periah with tbem," he aaaerted, 
and predicted that at tbe end of three yeara Germany will be defeated.

Washington, May 80.— The so- 
called "five percent" claose of 
tbe tariff law, granting a reduc- 
tion on duties to that amount on 
goods imported in ships, was sus 
tained today by the customs 
court, whicL held also that a five 
per cent rebate must be granted 
on all goods imported in ships of 
those countries with which the 
United States had "favored na- 
tion*' treaties. As such treaties 
exist with the principal countries 
of the world, the effect of the 
decision is practically to reduce 
customs revenue by five percent 
If the decisiou is sustained by 
the United States supreme court 
to which it will be appealed, ap- 
proximately fifteen million dol- 
lars in duties already collected 
must be refunded,
